Expressing a special word 
gratitude to the men and women of 
the Air Raid Precautions services, 
he said the “devotion of these civi- 
lian workers, firemen, salvage men 
and many others in the face of 
grave and constant danger has won 
anew renown for the British 
name.” 

Much has happened since Sep- 
tember, 1939, His Majesty said. 
Great nations had fallen, Armies 
of invasion were massed 20 miles 
from Britain's shores. Enemy air 
fleets had launched day and night 
attacks against Britain's cities. 

“We stand in the front line,” he 

continued, “to champion thase lib- 
erties and traditiors that are our 
heritage.” 

REASONS FOR CONFIDENCE 

| Among the rea$ons for encourase- 
ment the King listed the following: 

“We have with us brave con- 
tingents from’ the force of our 
Allies 

We have behind us the good- 
will of all who love freedom. Our 
friends in the Americas have shown 
us this in many ways, not least of 
their gifts for the relief of suffering 
in this war, 

“Nearer home, in the British 
Commonwealth of Nations itself, 
the struggle of the mother coun- 
try has becn made the struggle of 
the whole family, From every 
part of it, men and material are 
coming in increasing flow and 
there is an eagerness to share in 
the sacrifices which will bring us 
victory.” 

In conclusion His Majesty warned 
of grim times ahead, but expressed 
ringing co ‘ce that they would 
be oy me the unconquerable 
spirit of the Briusah peoples.”

The 
evidence shows that the vast purchases first 
authorized by the Allies and then later by the 
United States government are no longer in the 
stage of paper contracts and blueprints at Wash- 
ington and New York; they are beginning to 
make work, and to employ labor and to pay 
money.
